During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 650 Registrars’ Districts, 15,380 Births, equivalent to an 


“annual rate of 19-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 13,091 Deaths, afford- 


ing an annual rate of 16-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 
1925, viz., 3,163,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information 
regarding Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report 
is unrevised. The Annual Report for 1925 will supply the revised figures. 

In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 21-4 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 18-4 per 


1,000, and in Scotland to 20-9 per 1,000. 


In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent to 
an annual rate of 19-6 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 14:5 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 15-2 per 1,000. 


2 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the fourth 
quarter of 1924 was 3,224, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-1 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being 0-2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1923, and 0-2 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of marriages, 3,000 (or 4-2 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 224 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 2-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population other than Roman Catholics. The marriage rate among Roman Catholics 
is 0-1 below, and that relating to all other denominations is 1-0 below, the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1914-23. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,380) during the quarter ended 3lst March last, 
7,883 were boys and 7,497 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 19-4 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-9 below the average for the 
first quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-8 below that for the first quarter of 
1924. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 13,091, of which 6,654 
were of males and 6,437 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 16-6 per 
1,000 of the population, being 2-1 below the average for the first quarter of the 
preceding decenium, and 1-8 below that for the first quarter of the year 1924. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in Saorstat 
Eireann from the undermentioned causes for the first quarter of 1925, and for each 
of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the first quarter of the five years, 
1920-24. 
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AGES AT DEATH. 





Of the 13,091 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,190, or 9-1 per cent., were 


those of infants under one year of age; and 6,241, or 47-7 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
77 per 1,000 births registered as compared with 69, 60, and 70, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters.

INQUESTS. 
There were 174 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 75 of the total deaths registered. 
DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. - 
Of the 13,091 deaths registered, 2,764, or 21-1 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 
UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,941, or 30-1 per cent of 
the 13,091 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 31st March last was 5,672.

Table II., page 9, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I., 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table IT. that the birth-rate 
relating to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain 
27 per cent. of the population of Saorstat Kireann, was 24-5 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, and that the birth rate for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 17-5 per 
1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 17-0 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Hireann the corresponding rate was 16-4 per 1,000. 

_ The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Hireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and eleven 
of the principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann* was 17-7 per 1,000 of the 
population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest: Kilkenny, 11-8; Clonmel, 12:5; Tralee, 
13-2 ; Dundalk, 14-6; Sligo, 15-4; Galway, 17:2; Waterford, 17:3 ; Wexford, 17-7; 
Dublin Registration Area, 18-0 ; Cork, 18-3 ; Limerick, 18-6 ; and Drogheda, 21-4. 

The annual rate represented by the death’ from the principal epidemic diseasest 
in the 12 districts was 0-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
three of the districts to 1-1 in Sligo, the 43 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 2 from whooping-cough, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child 
under 2 years.

4 Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-80 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-72 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-91 per 1,000), and for the remaining eleven town 
Districts collectively it was 1-96. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BrrtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin, 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 4th April, 1925, was 3,014—1,511 boys and 1,503 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 27-5 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the City numbered 2,283, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the Urban districts named 
above, 523, equal to an annual rate of 20-4 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 208 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,806, affording 
an annual rate of 25-6 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Onmitting the deaths (177) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,968, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 23-0. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 2,145— 
1,081 males and 1,064 females—affording an annual ratio of 19-6 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population as compared with 24-7 per 1,000 for the first quarter of the 
ten years, 1915-1924. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,528, equivalent 
to a rate of 18-2 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 440, being equal 
to an annual deathrate of 17-1 in every 1,000. 

The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended 4th April, 1925, as compared with the average for the first quarter of the 
five years 1920-24.

From Table III., page 12, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration 
Area was 1-0 per 1,000, that in the City it was 1-0, and in the Urban districts, 0-8, 
the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1 
District, part of, to 2:1 in New Kilmainham, the 46 deaths for that district including 
2 from measles, one from whooping cough, one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years.

Acrs.—Of the 1,968 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 450 were under five years of age, including 319 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 114 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
anntial mortality of 40-0 in every 1,000 children at that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-5 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equavalent to an annual 
rate of 4:8 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 11-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age period; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 7-5 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 30-0 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 69-7, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 178-1 per 1,000. The deaths of 16 persons (4 males and 12 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 7 


PuBLIC INSTITUTIONS.—Of the 1,968 deaths recorded during the quarter, 796 
or 40-4 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 514 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 276 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 6 (those of 
Si a admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 4th April, 1925, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 19-1 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 23-8 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 17-5 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 14-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 15-5 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 16-7 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 4th April, 1925, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Pheenix Park, Dublin, was 41-3°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40-2°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 44-7°; at Greenwich, 41:9°; at Glasgow, 40-9°; and at 
Edinburgh, 39-8°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 3-0 ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-1 ; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 3-3; at Greenwich, 1:9; at 
Glasgow, 2-1; and at Edinburgh, 2-7. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-61 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 5-81 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 7-01 inches ; at 
_ Greenwich, it was 4:96 inches; at Glasgow, 8-37 inches, and at Edinburgh, 7-62 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JANUARY. 


At the beginning of the month there was a continuance of the stormy weather 
which prevailed towards the end of December. A gust of 80 m.p.h. was registered 
at Weaver Point on the Ist. After a period of fairer, colder weather, the weather 
became mild about the 10th with local rains and strong south-westerly winds reaching 
gale force in places on the 13th. At many places between the 12th and 15th, the 
rainfall amounted to nearly 50 mm. ‘There was a subsequent change to sunny and 
drier conditions, but after the 22nd the weather again became unsettled. ‘Lhe mean 
temperature for the month was about 3°F. above normal, rainfall above normal and 


sunshine deficient. 


6 Meteorology. 


FEBRUARY. 


The first week was showery but with many bright intervals. Conditions became 
unsettled by the 7th and continued until the 16th. Heavy rain fell on the 10th-12th. 
Gales were recorded on several days and a velocity of 78 m.p.h. was attained at Caher- 
siveen on the 9th. During the third week the weather became quieter and colder, 
and somewhat fairer. ‘The weather again deteriorated on the 22nd, the rainfall at 
Cahersiveen on the 22nd amounting to 37mm. The rainfall for the month was above 
normal, mean temperature about normal and sunshine in excess. 


MARCH. 


The weather during the first week was mainly fair. Winds then became 
northerly, reaching gale force in some places on the 8th. Showers of snow, sleet and 
hail were of general occurrence and maximum temperature readings of below 35° F. 
occurred on one or two days. Between the 13th and i9th winds were westerly and 
the weather was fair, the temperature reaching 60°F. at Kilkenny, Killarney and 
Cork on the 15th. On the 19th there was a return of northerly winds and cold and 
generally cloudy weather prevailed until the end of the month. The rainfall for the 
month was markedly below normal ; at Cork it was the driest March for the past 42 
years.

The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbering 11,738, of which 5,932 
were of males and 5,806 of females, are equivalent to an annual rate of 14-8 per 
1,000 of the population, being 1-5 below the average for the second quarter of the 
preceding decenium, and 0-3 below that for the second quarter of the year 1924.

Ot the 11,738 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,034, or 8-8 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age ; and 5,271, or 44-9 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. ‘The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 


63 per 1,000 births registered as compared with 60, 70, and 77, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 
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INQUESTS. 
There were 171 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 69 of the total deaths registered.

The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,427, or 29:2 per cent. of 
the 11,738 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness.

INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL Town Disrricrs. 


Table II., page 33, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I., 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II. that the birth-rate 
relating to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain 
27 per cent. of the population of Saorstat Eireann, was 24-8 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 19-2 per 
1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 14-1 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 15-1 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Hireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and eleven of 
the principal urban areas of Saorstat HKireann* was 14-7 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest : Clonmel, 11-4; Kilkenny, 12-2; Waterford, 13-0; Dundalk, 
13-1; Sligo, 13-3; Drogheda, 13-8; Cork, 14:1; Dublin Registration Area, 15-0; 
Limerick, 15-0; Wexford, 15:3; Tralee, 16-3; and Galway, 16-9. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases ¢ 
in the 12 districts was 1-2 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
two of the districts to 2-3 in Tralee, the 42 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

* In Table II. partial correction is made for deaths in Institutions—in the case of Dublin by the inclusion of deaths 
occurring in Institutions situated in Bray No. 2, and Killiney Registrars’ Districts of residents of Blackrock and Dun 
Laoghaire Urban Districts. The figures for Cerk Co. Borough include births and deaths relating to Cork residents occur- 
ring in Institutions lecated in Cork Rural No. 1., and Rural No. 2 Districts, those for Limerick Co. Borough including 
births and deaths taking place in Institutions situated in Limerick Rural Registrar’s District.

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-71 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-63 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-72 per 1,000), and for the remaining eleven town 
Districts collectively it was 1-85. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BrrtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin, 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 4th July, 1925, was 3,175—1,585 boys and 1,590 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 29-0 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the City numbered 2,338, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-9 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named 
above, 553, equal to an annual rate of 21-6 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 284 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,891, affording 
an annual rate of 26-4 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (184) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,641, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 15-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 18-3. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,825— 
918 males and 907 females—afiording an annual ratio of 16-7 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population as compared with 20-0 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the 
ten years, 1915-1924. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,285, equivalent 
to a rate of 15-3 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 356, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 13-9 in every 1,000. 

The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended 4th July, 1925, as compared with the average for the second quarter of the 
five years 1920-24.

From Table III., page 36, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the 
mortality from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 
1-6 per 1,000, that in the City it was 1-8, and in the Urban districts, 0-8, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1 District, part 
of, to 5-4 in New Kilmainham, the 42 deaths for that district including 3 from measles, 
2 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping cough, 2 from diphtheria and 5 from diarrhoea — 
and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 
respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities 
from which the deceased persons were admitted (Table III).

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AGEsS.—Of the 1,641 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 496 were under five years of age, including 269 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 93 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 44:1 in every 1,000 children at that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-1 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:8 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 12-6 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-3 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 19-9 - among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 52-0, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 127-1 per 1,000. The deaths of 10 persons (one male and 9 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic Instirutions.—Of the 1,641 deaths recorded during the quarter, 631 
or 38:5 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 459 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 168 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 4th July, 1925, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 19-3 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 26-1 per 1,000, and in Edunburgh 20-1 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 10-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 13-4 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 13-5 per 1,000. 





METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature tor thirteen weeks ended 4th July, 1925, deduced from 
the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix 
Park, Dublin, was 51-2°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 47-5°; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point) it was 52-4°; at Greenwich, 55-9°; at Glasgow, 52-0°; and at Edinburgh, 
50-1°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 6:3 : 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 4:8; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 6-1; at Greenwich, 5-8: at 
Glasgow, 5-3; and at Edinburgh, 6-2. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 8-23 inches: at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 7-93 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 9-57 inches: at 
Greenwich, it was 3-31 inches; at Glasgow, 10-23 inches, and at Edinburgh, 7-48 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


APRIL. 


The weather of April was changeable, cool and showery with many sunny periods. . 
The weather of the first few days was fair and cool, but subsequently southerly 
winds brought warmer conditions accompanied by some rain. On the 13th there was 
a change to westerly winds and high winds and gales occurred between the 15th and 
17th. Between the 19th and 21st fair to fine weather prevailed and over 13 hours 
of sunshine were recorded in many places. At Dublin, a maximum temperature 
of 62°F. was recorded on the 21st. The weather of the last week was generally 
unsettled. Rainfall was about normal and sunshine in excess. ‘There were numerous 
ground frosts. 
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May. 


The weather of May was for the most part cool, showery and thundery. Fair 
weather prevailed about the middle of the month and a maximum temperature of 
65°F. was recorded at Killarney on the 14th and at Dublin (Phcenix Park) on the 15th. 
Precipitation was well above normal, and sunshine markedly deficient. Strong to 
high winds were recorded in various places towards the end of the month. 


JUNE. 
An outstanding feature of the weather of June, which was fine and warm gene- 
rally, was its abnormal dryness, rainfall amounts of 1 in. or more being confined to 
Connemara and parts of the north-western districts. Temperature was above normal 


and sunshine abundant. A maximum temperature of 86°F., the highest recorded 
since the beginning of the year, was experienced at Killarney on the 8th.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 649 Registrar’s Districts, 15,883 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 9,055 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 11-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1925, 
; viz., 3,163,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
= Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. The Annual Report for 1925 will supply the revised figures. 

In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 22-2 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 18-6 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 20-8 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 12-0 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 
9-7 per 1,000, and in Scotland to 10-9 per 1,000.

MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the second 
quarter of 1925 was 3,377, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-3 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population, this rate being equal to that for the corresponding quarter of 
1924, and 0-4 below the average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of marriages 3,077 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 300 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 3-6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population other than Roman Catholics. The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics 
is 0-5 below, and that relating to all other denominations is 0-7 below, the average 
for the second quarter of the ten years 1915-24. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,883) during the quarter ended 30th September last 
8,129 were boys and 7,754 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 20-1 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. ‘This rate is 0-5 above the average for the 
third quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-6 below that for the third quarter of 
1924. 


DEATHS. 
The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbered 9,055, of which 4,615 were 
of males and 4,440 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 11-5 per 1,000 


of the population, being 0-6 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0-2 above the rate for the third quarter of the year 1924.

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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 9,055 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,037, or 11-5 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age ; and 3,670, or 40-5 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 


65 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 70,77, and 63, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 
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INQUESTS. 
There were 180 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 50 of the total deaths registered. 
DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 9,055 deaths registered, 2,157, or 23-8 per cent., occurred in public in- 
stitutions. 
UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 
The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,375, or 26-2 per cent., of 


the 9,055 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


_As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th September last was 16,377. 





PARTICULARS OF URBAN DISTRICTS, 
INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 57, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II. that the birth-rate 
relating to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain 
27 per cent. of the population of Saorstat Eireann, was 24-0 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 18-5 per 
1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for ‘these urban 
areas during the quarter was 12-5 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Kireann the corresponding rate was 11-0 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-5 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,600 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and eleven of 
_the principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann* was 13-1 per 1,000 of the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest : Clonmel, 7:8 ; Dundalk, 11-0; Drogheda, 11-2; Tralee, 11:3 ; 
Sligo, 11-5; Limerick, 11-6; Wexford, 11-8; Waterford, 12:7; Galway, 13:3; 
Dublin Registration Area, 13-4; Cork, 13-8 and Kilkenny, 15-2. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 
in the 12 districts was 1-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
two of the districts to 2-3 in Tralee, the 29 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 4 from enteric fever and 2 from’ diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 
2 years. 

* In Table II. partial correction is made for deaths in Institutions—in the case of Dublin by the inclusion of deaths 
occurring in Institutions situated in Bray No. 2, and Killiney Registrars’ Districts of residents of Blackrock and Dun 
Laoghaire Urban Districts.

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-11 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-12 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-18 per 1,000), and for the remaining eleven town Districts 
collectively it was 1-09. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirTHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin, 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 3rd October, 1925, was 2,978—1,501 boys and 1,477 girls—being equal to 
an annual rate of 27-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,121, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25-3 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 577, equal to an annual rate of 22-5 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 280 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,698, affording 
an annual rate of 24-6 per 1,000. 


DEATH.—Omitting the deaths (181) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,469, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 13-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 14:9. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,650— 
822 males and 828 females—affording an annual ratio of 15-1 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population as compared with 16-2 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the 
ten years, 1915-1924. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,182, equivalent 
to a rate of 14-1 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 287, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 11-2 in every 1,000.

From Table III., page 60, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the 
mortality from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 
2-2 per 1,000, that in the City it was 2-6, and in the Urban districts, 0-9, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in two of the districts to 4:7 in South City 
No. 4 District, the 138 deaths from all causes for that district including 15 from 
measles, 2 from whooping cough, and 25 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 
2 years. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 
respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities 
from which the deceased persons were admitted (Table III).

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AcES.—Of the 1,469 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 546 were under five years of age, including 384 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 142 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 48-5 in every 1,000 children at that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-4 per 1,000 persons at 
that ages period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3-9 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 12-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-3 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 18-6 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 34-6, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 94:2 per 1,000. The deaths of 2 persons (both females) aged 
90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstrrutTions.—Of the 1,469 deaths recorded during the quarter, 602 
or 41-0 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 447 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 152 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND .SCOTLAND. 
During the thirteen weeks ended 8rd October, 1925, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 18-5 per 1,000 of the population ; in Clasgow the birth rate 
was 23:6 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 19-1 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in london during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 9-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 11:7 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 11-5 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 3rd October, 1925, deduced from 
the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix 
Park, Dublin, was 56-6°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 52-4°; at Cork (Roche‘s 
Point) it was 57-6°; at Greenwich, 60:9°; at Glasgow, 56-4°; and at Edinburgh, 
55-9°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 4-2 : 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 3-7; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4-8; at Greenwich, 5-0; at 
Glasgow, 4:3; and at Edinburgh, 4:8. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-18 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 6-86 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 8-82 inches ; at 
Greenwich, it was 7-95 inches; at Glasgow, 8-07 inches, and at Edinburgh, 9-82 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


¢ JULY. 

Mainly fair and pleasant weather prevailed during the first three weeks of the 
month, the last week being marked by a cooler type of unsettled weather. The mean 
temperature for the month was above normal except in districts in the, south-west 
and west coasts. The warmest periods generally occurred between the 11th and the 
14th and about the 24th. A maximum temperature of 79°F. was recorded at Water- 
ford on the 24th. Sunshine was below normal but was more abundant in the eastern 
and south-eastern districts. Rainfall aggregates were above normal except in the 
south-eastern districts. Occasional thunderstorms occurred ; the rainfall associated 
with the thunderstorm of July 2nd ended a drought which had lasted over 30 days in 
. sone south-western districts. 
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AUGUST. 


With the exception of a spell of fine weather between the 14th and the 17th the 
weather of August was mainly dull and unsettled. ‘Temperature was above normal, 
the warmest period coinciding generally with the sunny period for the 11th to the 17th 
when good sunshine records were obtained. A maximum temperature of 76°F. was 
recorded at Mountmellick on the 11th, at Killarney on the 16th, and at Waterford on 
the 3lst. Rainfall was deficient except over a small area in the south-east, where 
there was a moderate excess. A few places reported thunderstorms. 


SEPTEMBER. 


The weather throughout the month was cold, unsettled, and showery, with an 
unusual prevalence of north-westerly winds and occasional bright periods. During 
the first half of the month, rainfall was below normal, but thereafter rain fell fre- 
quently until near the end of the month ; at several stations in the south and west 
monthly aggregates were less than normal, but elsewhere there was a moderate excess. 
Ground frosts occurred at a few stations in the eastern and midland counties ; at Birr 
six were reported.

During the quarter ended 3lst December last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 648 Registrar’s Districts, 14,270 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 9,894 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 12-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1925, viz., 
3,163,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding Births 
and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is unrevised. 
The Annual Report for 1925 will supply the revised figures. 

In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 19-9 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 17-0 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 20-6 per 1,000. 

In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 14-8 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 12-9 
per 1,000 ,and in Scotland to 14-4 per 1,000. 
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MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the third 
quarter of 1925 was 3,511, equivalent to an annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, this rate being 0-2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1924, and 0-4 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of marriages 3,217 (or 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 294 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 3-6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population other than Roman Catholics. The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics 
is 0-3 below, and that relating to all other denominations is 1-2 below, the average 
for the third quarter of the ten years 1915-24. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (14,270) during the quarter ended 3lst December last 
7,265 were boys and 7,005 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 18-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. ‘This rate is 0-3 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-2 below that for the fourth quarter of 
1924. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter, numbered 9,894, of which 5,040 were 
of males and 4,854 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 12-5 per 1,000 
of the population, being 1-9 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0-1 above the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1924. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The following statement gives particulars regarding Deaths registered in Saorstat 
Kireann from the undermentioned causes for the fourth quarter of 1925, and for each 
of the eight preceding quarters, also averages for the fourth quarter of the five years, 
1920-24. 
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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 9,894 deaths registered during the quarter, 920, or 9-3 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age ; and 4,378, or 44-2 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. ‘The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 


64 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 77, 63, and 65, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 
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INQUESTS. 


There were 153 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 65 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 9,894 deaths registered, 2,426, or 24-5 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,569, or 260 per cent., of 
the 9,894 deaths registered during the quarter, were uncertified, there having been 
no medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


_As returned by the Registrars the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 31st December last was 13,093. 


PARTICULARS OF URBAN DISTRICTS, 
INCLUDING 


QUARTERLY SUMMARY OF THE WEEKLY RETURNS OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
TWELVE OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


Table II., page 81, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. This 
table also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from Table I. 
of the Weekly Returns. It will be observed from Table II. that the birth-rate 
relating to the quarter under review for the entire urban districts, which contain 
27 per cent. of the population of Saorstat Eireann, was 20-7 per 1,000 of the 
population, and that the birth-rate for the remainder of Saorstat Eireann was 17-0 
per 1,000. | 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas during the quarter was 14-0 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 11-9 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL [TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II., the annual rate represented by the deaths from all 
causes during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration area and eleven of 
the principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann* was 14-7 per 1,000 pf the population, 
the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest : Tralee, 7-4; Waterford, 9-9; Clonmel, 10-2; Kilkenny, 11:8 ; 
Galway, 12-4; Wexford, 13-9; Drogheda, 14:4; Limerick, 14:7; Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, 15-2; Cork, 15-7; Dundalk, 17-4, and Sligo, 19-3. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 
in the 12 districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Clonmel to 4-9 in Sligo, the 54 deaths from all causes for that district including 11] 
from measles and, 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

* In Table II. partial correction is made for deaths in Institutions—in the case of Dublin by the inclusion of deaths 
occurring in Institutions situated in Bray No. 2, and Killiney Registrars’ Districts of residents of Blackrock and Dian 
Laoghaire Urban Districts. The figures for Cerk Co. Borough include births and deaths relating to Cork residents occur- 
ring in Institutions lecated in Cork Rural No. 1., and Rural No. 2 Districts, those for Limerick Co. Borough including 
births and deaths taking place in Institutions situated in Limerick Rural Registrar’s District. 

The births and deaths occurring in Institutions appertaining to localities situated outside the Twelve Town 
Districts are excluded, but complete correction is made for the deaths registered of residents within these areas. Full 
correction for births and deaths in Institutions embracing the whole of Saorst at Kireann will be carried out inthe Detailed 


Annual Report. ; 
+ Enteric fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery, and diarrheal 


diseases. 
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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-25 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-30 per 1,000 (the 
rate for Dublin City being 1-34 per 1,000), and for the remaining eleven town Districts 
collectively it was 1-17. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Brrtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the thirteen weeks ended 
Saturday, 2nd January, 1926, was 2,550—1 334 boys and 1,216 girls—hbeing equal to 
an annual rate of 23-3 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the City numbered 1,901, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 22-7 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 430, equal to an annual rate of 16-8 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 219 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,331, affording 
an annual rate of 21-3 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (180) referred to localities outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,659, were equivalent to an 
annual rate of 15-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 18-6. The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 1,839— 
937 males and 902 females—affording an annual ratio of 16-8 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population, as compared with 19-9 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years, 1915-1924. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the City of Dublin was 1,307, equivalent 
to a rate of 15-6 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 302, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 13-7 in every 1,000. 

The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter (13 weeks) 
ended 2nd January, 1926, as compared with the average for the fourth quarter of the 
five years, 1920-24.

From Table III., page 84, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the 
mortality from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 
0-9 per 1,000, that in the City it was 1-1, and in the Urban districts, 0-5, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in three of the districts to 2-7 in South City 
No. 2 District, the 85 deaths from all causes for that district including one from 
enteric fever, 2 from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and 8 from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 
respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities 
from which the deceased persons were admitted (Table III).

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AGES.—Of the 1,659 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 355 were under five years of age, including 221 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 95 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 31-6 in every 1,000 children at that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the age of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3-2 per 1,000, the total number under 25 yeats being equal to an annual 
mortality of 9-1 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-5 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 26-8 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 60-4, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 154-2 per 1,000. The deaths of 18 persons (5 males and 13 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusic InstiTuTions.—Of the 1,659 deaths recorded during the quarter, 693 
or 41-8 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 474 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums, 209 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 10 (those of 
persons admitted from within the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 2nd January, 1926, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-9 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 23-5 per 1,000 and in Edinburgh 18-9 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to 
an annual rate of mortality of 13-6 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow 
the death-rate was 17:3 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the 
annual rate was 15-6 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean temperature for thirteen weeks ended 2nd January, 1926, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 42-8°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40-1°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 47.0°; at Greenwich, 43-7°; at Glasgow, 40-9°; and at 
Edinburgh, * 41-4°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 2:5 ; 
at Peamount Sanatorium, 2:3; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-4; at Greenwich, 1:9; at 
Glasgow, 1-5; and at Edinburgh, 2-7. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-09 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 6-00 inches ; at Cork (Roche's Point), it was 11-06 inches ; at 
Greenwich, it was 6-89 inches; at Glasgow, 7:47 inches, and at Edinburgh,* 4-90 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


OCTOBER. 


Apart from some rather cold weather just before the middle of the month, 
October, 1925, was predominantly mild ; the first half of the month was quite foggy 
and dry, the second half unsettled, windy and wet. The total sunshine for the 
month was below normal everywhere. Monthly aggregates of precipitation varied 
a good deal; at Gorey the total for the month, viz. 126 mm., amounted to 140 per 
cent. of the normal, while a total of 55 mm. at Birr represented only 75 per cent. of 
the normal. A maximum temperature of 74° F was recorded at Kilkenny on the 4th 
(the highest temperature recorded in the British Isles during October was (be F. at 
Cullompton and Killerton (Devon) on the 4th) and a screen minimum of 27° F. at 
Newtownbarry on the 15th. Ground frost was recorded on eight days at Birr Castle.

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NOVEMBER. 


Mild, cyclonic conditions were experienced during the first week of November : 
the highest temperature of the month occurred generally on the Ist or 2nd, the 
actual highest being 59° F. at Killarney and Cork (University College) on the 2nd. 
Thereafter, except for some rain with occasional strong southerly winds between the 
12th and 15th, anticyclonic conditions with mainly fine cold and dry weather and 
local fog prevailed until the end of the month. Northerly winds were common and 
both day and night temperatures were low, ground frosts occurring frequently. 
A screen minimum of 20°F was recorded at Dublin on the 13th and at Markree 
Castle on the 20th. In most districts the month was very dry. Precipitation 
exceeded the normal only along a narrow coastal strip extending from Dublin to 
Wexford. In many places the week ending on the 2lst was rainless. ‘The total 
sunshine for the month was in excess of the normal. 


DECEMBER. 


The cold spell which was the principal feature of the weather of November con- 
tinued with brief intervals of mild weather from about the 6th to the 8th, and from 
about the 17th until the 25th, when mild rainy and stormy weather set in and con- 
tinued until the end of the month. Snow or sleet and hail fell on a few days. A 
maximum temperature of 58° F. occurred at Dublin (City) on the 29th and a minimum 
temperature of 16° F. at Dublin (Phoenix Park), Markree Castle and Newtownforbes 
on the 23rd. In all districts precipitation was below normal; at Birr the total for 
the month amounted to little more than half the normal. ‘The total sunshine tor the 
month was about normal generally, most of it being recorded during the first half 
of the month. During a south-westerly gale on the 30th, the wind attained a mean 
hourly speed of over 50 m.p.h. on the south-west coast ot Ireland. Gusts of 82 
m.p.h. and 80 m.p.h. were recorded during the gale at Caherciveen and Quilty.

‘This table 
also includes a summary of 12 principal town districts, derived from ‘able I of the 
Weekly Returns. It will be observed that the rate represented by the number of 
births recorded for the entire urban districts during the year 1925 was 23-5 per 
1,000 of the population and for the rural districts 18-1 per 1,000, the birth rate for 
Saorstat Kireann being 19-6 per 1,000. 

In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 14:4 per 1,000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 13-6, the death-rate for all Saorst4t 
Hireann being 13-8 per 1,000. 

For the principal epidemic* diseases in 1925, the rate in the urban districts was 
1-0 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 6-3 per 1,000, the rate for Saorstat Eireann 
as a whole being 0-5 per 1,000. 

The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under one year of age, recorded for the year 1925, as returned by the 
Registrars, was 97 per 1,060 births, the rate for the rural districts being 53 per 
1,000. In the whole of Saorstat Eireann the rate was equivalent to 67 per 1,000 
births registered. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


MORTALITY FROM ALI, CAUSES.—-As shown in Table I. the rate, represented by 
the deaths from all causes registered during the year in the Dublin Registration 
Area and eleven of the principal urban areas of Saorstét Eireann (exclusive of 
deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
15-1 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Clonmel, 10-5; Tralee, 
12-0; Kilkenny, 12-7; Waterford, 13-2; Dundalk, 14:0; Wexford, 14:7; Galway, 
14-9; Sligo, 14:9; Limerick, 15-0; Drogheda, 15-2; Dublin, Registration Area, 
15-4; and Cork, 15:5. 


PRINCIPAL EPIDEMIC DISEASES.—The annual rate represented by the deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 12 districts was 1-2 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rates varying from 6-2 in Wexford to 2-0 in Sligo, the 166 deaths 
from all causes for that district including 13 from measles, 2 from whooping cough, 
and 7 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. ‘The 1,185 deaths from 
all causes for Cork include 5 from enteric fever, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping 
cough, 6 from diphtheria and 45 from diarthcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


PULMONARY ‘TUBERCULOSIS.—The rate represented by the deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-47 per i,000 of the 
estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-44 per 1,000 ; 
and for the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), 
it was 1:52. The rate for Dublin City was 1-54 per 1,000.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
duiing the year 1925 (52 weeks), was 11,717—5,931 boys and 5,786 girls—or 26-8 
per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Registration Area, which consists 
of the City of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, 
Blackrock, and Dun Laoghaire. ‘The average rate for the preceding ten years was 
26-0 per 1,000 of the mean population* of those years. 

Of the 11,717 births, 8,643 belonged to the city, aftording a rate of 25-8 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, and 2,083 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 20-3 per 1,000, and there were 991 births of infants whose mothers 
were admitted to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Allowing 
for the exclusion of the latter, the birth rate for the entire Area in 1925 was 24-5 
per 1,000 of the population. 

Of the 11,717 births 3,014 were registered during the first quarter, 3,175 in the 
second, 2,978 in the third, and 2,550 in the fourth. 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area during the year 1925 was 6,737, equivalent to 15-4 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1925. ‘The average death-rate for 
the 10 years, 1915-24 was 18-7 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year is 3-3 per 
1,000 below the average. 

The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 7,459 (3,758 
males and 3,701 females), including the deaths of 722 persons admitted to institutions 
from localities outside the Area, is equal to 17-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The average rate for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 years was 20-2 
per 1,000. 

The rate for the City of Dublin was 15-8 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 14:0 
per 1,000. The rates for the several districts} range from 9-1 for Finglas and Glas- 
nevin, part of, to 17-9 for the district of North City No. 2. 

Of the 7,459 deaths in the entire Area, 2,145 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 1,825 in the second, 1,650 in the third, and 1,839 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 143. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases{ appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area was 622, affording a 
rate of 1-42 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared with an average 
of 601 deaths and a rate of 1-45 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1915-24. (See Table 2.) 


Deaths from enteric fever numbered 9, or 10 under the average for the preceding 
10 years; deaths from typhus, nil, the average being 2; deaths from measles, 118, 
or 16 above the average; deaths from scarlet fever, 31, or 11 above the average ; 
deaths from whooping cough, 114, or 9 above the average ; deaths from diphtheria, 45, 
or 5 above the average; deaths from imfluenza, 110, or 212 below the average ; 
deatks from dysentery, 2, or 4 below the average ; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age amounted to 303, being 4 below the average ; deaths 
from tuberculosis numbered 814 (pulmonary, 631, other jorms, 183), equivalent to a rate 
of 1-86 per 1,060 of the population, and were 269 (or nearly 25 per cent.) below the 
average for the preceding 10 years ; cancer caused 471 deaths, or 39 above the average, 
the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-07; deaths from pneumonia numbered 
639 ((6roncho-pneumoma, 346, lobar, 67, and pneumonia, type not distinguished, 226), 
being 74 fewer than the average, and affording an annual rate of 1-46 per 1,000 of tae 
population ; other respiratory diseases caused 761 deaths (including 600 from bron- 
chitis), or 232 below the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-74. 

Deaths caused by violence numbered 129 (including 2 due to homicide and 11 
to suicide) being 90 below the average for the 10 years preceding.

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From Table 3, page 104, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by 
the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the City of Dublin was 1-6 
per 1,000, and in the urban districts 0-7, the rates for the several districts varying from 
0-2 for Clontarf and Howth No. 1, part of, to 2-9 for New Kilmainham, the 164 
deaths from all causes for that district including 5 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 
5 from whooping cough, 5 from diphtheria, and 15 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
childern under 2 years. 


AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 6,737 deaths belonging to the Dublin Registration Area during the year, 
1,847 or 27-4 per cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,866, or 
27-7 per cent., were those of persons under 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 858 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 46 (10 males and 36 females) 
were stated to be nonagenarians. 


The rate represented by deaths of children aged one and under 5 years during 
the year 1925 was 18-6 per 1,000 of the population at this age-period, as compared 
with an average of 22-1 for the 10 preceding years; the rate per 1,000 for deaths 
of children aged 5 and under 15 years for 1925 was 3-0, and the average for the 
preceding 10 years, 4-2 ; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per 
1,000 in 1925 was 4-2, the average rate for the preceding ten years being 5-5 ; among 
persons aged 25 and under 45 years the death rate in 1925 was 6:4 per 1,000 of the 
population at these ages, as against an average of 8-9 per 1,000 for the preceding 
ten years ; the rate for deaths in 1925 of persons between 45 and 65 years was 23:8, 
as compared with an average of 28-5; deaths of persons aged 65 years and upwards 
in 1925 were represented by a rate of 75-2 per 1,000 ,the corresponding average 
rate for the ten preceding years being 84:4 per 1,000. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


For the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) in the year 1925 was 111. In 1924 it was 
113, as compared with 111 in 1923, and 116 in 1922, and an average of 137 for the 
ten years 1915-1924. (See Table 2.) 


In 1925, the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 117 per 1,000 ; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 77; for Pembroke, 91; for Blackrock, 
84; and for Dun Laoghaire, 94. 


DEATHS IN PuBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 6,737 deaths, 2,722, or 40-4 per cent. occurred in public institutions, 
-viz., 1,894 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums, 805 in the Dublin 
union workhouse, and 23 (those of persons admitted from the Dublin Registration 
Area) in the Rathdown union workhouse. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1925 the births in London were equivalent to a rate of 18-0 
per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 24-6 per 1,000, and in 
Edinburgh, 18-6 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-7 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14-8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 14-5 per 1,000.
